1. Claims 10-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-15 (see section VII, page 4 of 
the Appeal Brief filed 05/15/2008) have been considered and are persuasive. 

The prior art of records and all other cited references, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific structure or the method ... 
comprising, among other things, a combinations feature of a three-dimensional 
identifier is attached to the review object, the identifier presenting three-dimensional 
heterogeneities distributed in a random manner within a transparent material rendering 
the identifier difficult or impossible to reproduce, the process uses stereoscopic vision 
(A) of the human eye (12) to verify a three-dimensional appearance and confirm the 
authenticity of the three-dimensional identifier (1), and the identification process or 
reading is made by visual comparison (B) of a two-dimensional first image (2) of the 
three-dimensional identifier (1 ) stored in a database (4) accessible by a network (5), to 
the three-dimensional identifier (1) as set forth in claim 10.
